‘The reverse types were often used for political propa= 
ganda, and to commemorate various events. The Pmperors: 
felt a constant need to make sure that their subjects | 
were aware of Dmperial achievements and Imperial 
policies, and to do this - since they had no radio, 
television, nor newspapers - they issued a large 
“vvariety of coin types favorable to their administra- 
‘tions. Typical anong these were those showing figures ; 
‘representing such things as Peace, Abundance, Security, 
‘Happiness, Victory, etc. Also, types were issued show- 
‘ing Dmperors distributing gifts, addressing the 
‘troops, helping various provineées, etc. The inscrip- 
‘tions on these coins often proclaimed the Virtue of —: 
‘the Emperor, the Generosity of the Mmperor, the Piety : 
‘of the Emperor, the Happiness of the Times, and the | 
‘public Liberty. Most, if not all, of these often were ; 
non-existent or negligible. Frequently the reverse 
itype would be the picture of a god, and a long list of

THE ROMAN IMPERIAL COINAGE, B.C. 23 to om AD. 
By Clive F. Foss 
(Continued from September issue) 


:Under the Emperor Caracalla (211-217), as mentioned 

: before, the denarius had only about 40% of silver. 
‘This Emperor also changed the coinage by adding a new | 
‘denomination, the tantoninianust, a cOin of the same 
metal as the denarius, but with the Emperor wearing a | 
‘radiate crown, instead of a laurel wreath. This coin | 
‘was equal, in weight, to 14 denarii, but was tariffed | 
iat two. 

‘By about 250 A.D., the antoninianus had driven the old. 
‘denarius out of circulation (although there were a few 
small issues under later Emperors), and became the 
‘chief coin of the Rnpire. 

‘Meanwhile the old bronze coins - the se stertius, du- 
‘pondius, and as - were slowly falling out of use. : 
However, the attempt of Caracalla to improve the sil- 
‘ver coinage by issuing a more valuable piece was fol- — 
lowed by the Bmperor Trajan Decius (249-251 A.p.) in ; 
ithe bronze coinage. He issued a new coin, the double : 
‘sestertius", which was twice the size of the old 
‘bronze sestertius. However this did nct continue, and | 
‘was issued by only cne other Emperor, Postumus, who 
ruled in Gaul 259-267. In fact, by about the time of : 
‘Tacitus (275-276), all the old bronze coins had ceased 
‘to be issued. 

‘The antoninianus itself, which had now become the main 
‘coin of the Empire, was steadily becoming more de based; 
‘that is, more copper or bronze was being mixed in with: 
‘the silver. It got so bad that in the reign of Gallie-' 
mus (254-262 A.D.), the antoninianus lost its standing 
‘as silver, and was accepted only for the value of the : 
‘bronze in it. When this happened, of course the mone- 
‘tary system broke down. The Government would not 
‘even accept its own coins in payment for taxes, etc., © 
‘but demanded to be paid in good gold or silver. 
In the outlying provinces, the situation was not much : 


‘better. In Gaul and Britain, for instance, there was a | 


‘shortage of small change, and the current Roman coins © 
were imitated in huge quantities by unofficial mints. |

‘larger size, and had better workmanship. Also, the 
‘Government accepted its ow coinage.

‘Probus (276-282), and after that the Romm coinage 
iwent steadily downhill until the reign of Diocletian 
:( 284-305) , who completely revised the coinage, doing

‘me; and J an indebted to professor Abdul Aziz of the |; 
University of Mecca for enlightenment. Professor Aziz. 
“identifies this as 4 series of extremely primitive | 
Arabic numerals from the most ancient period. The 
judgement of this eminent scholar is, of course, final, 
‘but it poses two new problems. First, why Arabic? we | 
heave no record of any Arabian invasion of North Ameri- 
ea. Sccond, if this is tho denomination of the coin .; 
and it equals 1904 of some smaller denomination, it 
:gcems unreasonably high. 

"The main reverse design consists of 1 cage of ee i 
bars holding a bird with outspread wings as if scecking 
to escapc. This no doubt is a turkey, the national 
bird of the United States which was sacrificed with 
‘appropriate religious ceremonics every November. The 
‘bird's claws hold arrows, and it is of special inter- : 
‘est to learn that this peopl¢ used such crude wens 
-as late as 2000 years ago. 

"The reverse inscription, TWENTY D, is not yet quite 
‘Clear, But we have a clue, In the numismatic collec- 
‘tion of the National Museum of Tierra del Fuego are 
‘several United states coins. Two of these bear very 
‘small representations of the character D, and it is 
‘generally accepted that the ancients had a mint in the 
city of Dennwer, state of Koloradu. we believe this D : 
thus indicates the place of mintage, Dennwer. TWENTY | 
has not been satisfactorily explained; but it contains 
‘7, the initial of "thisit; WENT, the past tense of tigow, 
‘and Y, which is the imitial of "yet, Thus it might be: 
‘translated freely as "This went from ye (mint of)
